Veolia acquires ZDD 
technology 

V eolia Water Solutions & 

Technologies has secured the 
worldwide rights to commercialize a 
new patented zero discharge desali¬ 
nation (ZDD) technology developed 
at the University of South Carolina 
by ZDD Inc. 

The technology uses a combination of sepa¬ 
ration processes, including an electro-dialysis 
device in an ion substitution mode to remove 
divalent salts from water. Recent pilot testing 
shows that the technology can achieve 97% 
recovery on brackish water over an extended 
time period. Large-scale piloting will be com¬ 
pleted this year to validate life cycle costs prior 
to a 0.5 MGD demonstration plant being 
built.
